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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1952 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Llanelly. 
Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  Department  for  year  1952.  It  is  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease.  Scarlet 
fever  and  measles  were  prevalent  but  cases  were  generally  mild. 
Tuberculosis  continued,  unfortunately,  to  present  a  difficult  problem. 
There  were,  however,  local  improvements  in  measures  against  the 
disease.  At  the  Llanelly  Chest  Clinic,  immunisation  of  suitable 
contacts  with  the  promising  B.C.G.  vaccine  was  undertaken.  The 
Town  Council  gave  special  priority  to  the  rehousing  of  tuberculous 
families.  During  the  year,  the  home  treatment  of  certain  cases  of 
tuberculosis  was  intensified. 

In  1952,  special  consideration  was  given  to  a  number  of  local 
health  problems.  Detailed  plans  for  the  necessary  modernisation 
of  the  local  abattoir  were  approved  by  the  Town  Council  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Food.  A  hygienic  survey  of  the  Llanelly 
Market,  with  special  reference  to  the  problems  of  clean  food  handling, 
was  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department.  The  improvement 
recommendations  were  accepted  in  principle  by  the  Council  and  the 
Borough  Architect  was  asked  to  prepare  detailed  plans.  Approval 
was  obtained  for  the  construction  of  new  lavatories,  with  additional 
hand  washing  facilities,  at  the  Market.  The  Market  Tenant’s 
Association  agreed  to  co-operate  in  a  clean  food  campaign.  A 
hygienic  survey  of  the  many  licensed  premises  in  the  borough  was  a 
heavy  task.  The  local  brewery  companies,  who  own  many  of  the 
houses,  were  very  co-operative  and  as  a  result  of  the  survey,  many 
improvements  have  already  been  initiated. 

Much  attention  was  given  to  the  industrial  smoke  problems. 
Their  solution  presented  many  technical  difficulties.  The  staff  of 
the  department  were  grateful  for  the  help  received  from  the  Fuel 
Advisory  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  and  also  from 
the  managements  of  responsible  works.  It  is  regretted  that  progress 
in  abating  the  smoke  nuisances  was  often  gradual  and  sometimes 
disappointing  especially  to  the  residents  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 
It  is  however  felt  that  definite  progress  was  made  during  the  year. 
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It  will  be  some  years  before  the  need  for  additional  housing 
will  be  satisfied  at  Llanelly.  Overcrowding  remains  a  serious 
problem.  In  the  selection  of  tenants  for  new  houses,  the  staff  of  the 
department  continued  to  advise  on  the  degree  of  overcrowding  of  the 
various  applicants  and  on  the  rehousing  need  of  tuberculous  families. 

The  new  scheme  of  a  divisional  medical  officer  of  health  worked 
well  though,  at  times,  I  envied  my  predecessors  who  held  office  when 
Llanelly  was  a  health  and  education  authority. 

In  November,  Mr.  R.  Evans,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
retired  after  a  long  and  faithful  service  to  the  department  and  the 
Town  Council.  Mr.  J.  E.  Marks,  who  is  an  authority  on  the  hygienic 
and  sanitary  problems  of  Llanelly,  received  a  well  deserved  promotion 
in  his  place. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Council  and  the  officials  for  their 
encouragement  and  courtesy  during  the  year.  The  great  interest 
of  Mr.  A.  J.  Evans,  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  during 
1952,  in  the  work  of  the  department  was  much  appreciated  by  the 
staff.  The  teamwork  of  all  the  staff  in  the  Health  Department  was 
excellent  and  it  was  a  privilege  for  me  to  work  with  them.  Not  all 
the  problems  were  solved  but  I  always  felt  that,  in  each  case,  a  real 
effort  was  made.  Dr.  R.  Evans,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and 
the  County  Health  staff  were  always  very  helpful.  I  also  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  co-operation  and  advice 
of  Mr.  K.  J.  Mackay,  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  borough,  and 
Dr.  J.  T.  Jones,  the  Llanelly  Chest  Physician.  Dr.  Kwantes  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  was  a  very  able  adviser  on 
bacteriological  and  epidemological  matters. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  the  collection  of  statistics,  I 
am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  G.  Beynon,  the  Chief  Clerk,  and 
Mr.  J.  E.  Marks,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

For  comparison,  the  birth  and  death  rates  for  Ejngland  and 
Wales  were  respectively  15.3  and  11.3  per  1,000  estimated  civilian 
population.  The  still  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.35 
per  1,000  population  and  for  Llanelly  was  0.51  per  1,000  estimated 
civilian  population. 

Census.— The  1951  census  population  of  the  Borough  was 
34,329  (16,721  males  and  17,608  females).  The  figures  for  the 
1931  census  were  38,416  (18,759  males  and  19,657  females).  This 
is  a  decease  of  4,087  (2,038  males  and  2,049  females),  equivalent  to 
10.63  per  cent. 
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This  is  the  second  highest  decrease  in  the  County,  Cwmamman 
having  a  decrease  of  12  per  cent.  The  censal  decrease  for  the  whole 
of  the  County  was  4.1  per  cent. 

In  assessing  the  Borough’s  decrease  in  population,  consideration, 
must  be  given  to  the  compulsory  house  building  in  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  area,  583  houses  having  been  erected.  The  approxi¬ 
mate  number  of  persons  involved  were  2,332,  equivalent  to  6.79 
per  cent,  of  the  censal  population  of  the  Borough. 

NOTES  ON  THE  1952  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  ENGLAND  AND 
WALES  (REGISTRAR-GENERAL) 

Births. — The  provisional  birth  rate  per  1,000  home  population 
(as  at  mid-1952)  was  15.3  This  was  0.2  below  that  for  1951.  The 
illegitimacy  rate  was  46  per  1,000  live  births,  or  5  per  thousand 
below  the  average  for  the  preceding  five  years. 

Still-births. — The  provisional  still-birth  rate  was  22.6  per  1,000 
total  live  and  still-births  compared  with  23.0  for  1951. 

Deaths. — The  death  rate  was  11.3  per  1,000  home  population. 
This  was  1.2  below  that  for  1951.  Infant  mortality  was  27.6  per 
1,000  related  five  births  and  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this 
lcountry.  It  was  2.0  per  1,000  below  that  for  1950,  the  previous 
owest . 

Natural  Increase. — The  births  registered  exceeded  the  deaths 
by  176,269,  the  corresponding  increase  for  the  preceding  year  was 
130,309  and  the  average  for  1946-1950  was  281,195. 

Marriages. — The  marriage  rate  of  15.9  was  0.6  below  that  for 
1951. 

Population  Estimates. — The  estimated  total  population  for  the 
year  was  44,166,000  an  increase  of  146,000  over  the  estimate  for 
1951.  The  estimated  home  population  for  1952  was  43,940,000. 

Effective  Reproduction  Rate. — The  effective  reproduction  rate 
corresponding  to  the  births  which  occurred  in  1952,  after  making 
allowance  for  continuing  improvement  in  survivorship  conditions,  is 
provisionally  assessed  at  0.98  indicating  that  births  of  1952  were 
2  per  cent,  below  those  required  by  a  par  replacement  standard.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

Water  Supply. — There  is  an  abundant  constant  water  supply  for 
the  whole  of  the  Borough  and  premises  within  the  Corporation’s 
extended  limits  of  supply. 

There  are  two  main  sources  to  the  supply  (1)  the  Lliedi  watershed, 
and  (2)  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  watershed.  In  the  former  the  water  is 
stored  in  :• — 

(a)  The  Cwmlliedi  reservoir,  having  a  capacity  of  220  million 
gallons,  and 

(b)  The  Upper  Lliedi  reservoir,  having  a  capacity  of  200 
million  gallons. 

The  Cwmlliedi  reservoir,  together  with  a  small  supply  from  the 
Trebeddod  reservoir,  is  utilised  solely  for  trade  purposes,  while  the 
water  from  the  Upper  Lliedi  reservoir  is  subjected  to  slow  sand 
filtration  and  chloramine  treatment  before  distribution  for  domestic 
purposes. 

In  the  case  of  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  supply,  water  is  taken  from 
the  river  of  the  same  name  at  the  Old  Forge,  Kidwelly,  and 
gravitated  to  the  Pumping  Station  at  the  site  of  the  Royal  Ordnance 
Factory  at  Pembrey,  from  which  it  is  pumped  into  the  Lliedi 
reservoir.  During  1952  the  quantity  of  water  pumped  was 
376,392,000  gallons  in  111  days  of  pumping. 

The  Llanelly  Corporation  Towy  Water  Order  was  approved  in 
1951.  This  empowers  the  Corporation  to  take  6.1  million  gallons 
per  day  from  the  River  Towy  at  Llandilo-yr-Ynys.  The  con¬ 
structional  work  was  commenced  in  1952. 

Water  Distribution. — The  average  daily  consumption  of  filtered 
water  for  domestic  purposes  during  the  year  was  1,620,416  gallons 
and  for  trade  purposes  2,697,298  gallons. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  was  40.1  and  80.2 
gallons  respectively. 

Rainfall. — The  rainfall  for  the  year  1952  was  49.39  inches  and 
rain  fell  on  211  days.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  past  70  years 
on  the  Cwmlliedi  reservoir  was  50.92  inches. 

One  inch  or  over  of  rain  fell  in  the  24  hours  on  six  occasions. 
The  highest  rainfall  occurred  on  March  7  when  1.60  inches  were 
recorded. 

Safeguarding  of  Water  Supply— All  the  men  employed  by  the 
Town  Council  in  their  water  undertaking  have  been  ascertained  by 
bacteriological  tests  to  be  free  from  the  infection  of  enteric  or  allied 
diseases. 

All  new  workmen  are  required  to  pass  similar  tests  before  being 
employed  in  connection  with  the  town’s  water  supply.

HOUSING 


A  woman  housing  investigator,  Mrs.  O.  Morris,  S.R.N.,  visits 
all  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation.  Where  conditions  are  un¬ 
satisfactory,  the  cases  are  reported  to  the  Borough  Treasurer  who 
refers  them  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  investigation  in 
each  case  as  to  the  degree  of  overcrowding  in  any  one  house,  and  the 
general  sanitary  conditions  of  the  premises.  Mrs.  Morris  is  required 
to  make  investigation  into  the  circumstances  of  applicants  for 
Council  houses.  In  the  allocation  of  Council  houses,  the  staff  of  the 
health  department  schedule  overcrowded  houses  and,  when  ap¬ 
propriate,  make  specific  recommendations  in  cases  of  tuberculosis.

The  results  of  all  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Veterinary  Inspector.  The 
results  are  also  given  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  Council  of  samples  of  milk  taken  from  producers  in  his 
district.  Unsatisfactory  samples  were  also  reported  to  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Schools  Supplies. — The  Llanelly  Divisional  Executive  Committee 
took  samples  of  school  milk  during  the  year  and  no  instance  of 
unsatisfactory  milk  was  reported. 

Ice  Cream.— At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  112  licensed 
retailers  of  ice  cream  in  the  borough. 

During  the  year  80  samples  of  ice  cream  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  examination  by  the  Methylene 
Blue  test  with  the  following  results,  according  to  the  provisional

Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  and  very  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  taken  from  one  source.  The  manufacturer  had  to 
renew  part  of  his  plant. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods.— Shops,  stalk,  vehicles,  etc.,  are  visited 
regularly  and  particulars  of  condemnations  are  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  K.  J.  Mackay,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Borough  was  responsible  for  the  inspection  and  condemnation  o 
animals  and  carcases  in  the  public  slaughterhouse  and  his  report 
for  the  year  is  appended.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

Diphtheria. — For  the  fifth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  reported. 

The  general  fall  in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  continues,  and  the 
efficacy  of  immunisation  is  reflected  in  the  record  low  number  of 
notifications  made  and  the  deaths  recorded  throughout  the  country. 

Arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of  children  are  made  by 
the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  and  during  1952  the  work 
carried  out  was  as  under  :• — 


Aged  0 — 4  years  who  completed  full  primary  course  .  253 

Aged  5 — 14  years  who  completed  full  primary  course .  12 

Number  who  received  a  “  reinforcing  ”  injection  .  72 


Scarlet  Fever.' — Fifty-five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  20  during  the  preceding  year. 

Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  cases  notified  (50)  showed  a 
decrease  of  132  on  the  number  notified  in  1951. 


Poliomyelitis. — Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  (two 
paralytic  and  3  non-paralytic).  One  of  the  notified  paralytic  cases 

was  not  confirmed. 


Measles— The  456  cases  notified  showed  an  increase  over  the 
preceding  year  of  260. 

Pneumonia. — 75  cases  were  notified  as  against  140  in  1951.  The 
latter  figure  was  inflated  by  the  influenza  epidemic. 

Food  Poisoning. — There  were  no  cases  of  infection  during  the 
year. 

Tuberculosis. — The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1953,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  May,  1952,  revoked  those 
of  1930.  They  retain  the  provision  for  the  notification  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  but  are  modified  in  accord  with  the  structure  and  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  services  provided  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Acts. 

Although  the  new  Regulations  do  not  require  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  to  keep  a  register  of  tuberculosis  cases,  it  has  been  urged 
that  they  should  do  so  for  their  own  purposes. 

The  provision  for  the  notification  to  the  appropriate  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  admissions  and  discharges  from  hospitals  are 
omitted  from  the  Regulations  but  hospitals  have  nevertheless  been 
advised  to  continue  such  notifications. 

Statutory  responsibility  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis,  and 
for  the  care  and  after-care  of  tuberculous  persons  has  been  placed 
upon  County  Councils  and  County  Borough  Councils.  Borough  and 
District  Councils  have  statutory  functions  as  sanitary  authorities 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  as  housing  authorities  in  prevent¬ 
ing  the  spread  of  tuberculous  infection.  The  co-operative  endeavour 
of  all  the  responsible  authorities  is  very  essential  in  the  effective 
control  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

The  staff  of  the  Borough  Health  Department  maintained  a 
close  liaison  with  Dr.  J.  T.  Jones  of  the  Llanelly  Chest  Clinic.  His 
co-operation  and  valuable  advice  on  anti-tuberculosis  measures 
were  much  appreciated.
